To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Charlton  Kings  Urban  Distridt  Council. 


Mr. Chairman,  ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
environmental  hygiene  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the 
Urban  District . 


Mr.W.L.Booy,  Surveyor  and  Public  Health 
Inspector,  contributes  the  section  dealing  with  the  Sanitary 
Inspection  of  the  District  and  the  Council's  Refn.se  Collection 
Service . 


The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the 
population  6,820,  is  an  increase  of  110  persons  over  the 
previous  year.  The  number  of  births  show  a considerable 
increase,  being  150  as  compared  with  95  last  year.  The  first 
time  for  many  years  the  Birth  Rate,  19,  is  higher  than  the 
corresponding  fate  for  the  county  (17.11)  and  the  country  as 
a whole  (16.4) . 


Ninety  eight  people  died  during  the  year, 
nine  more  than  in  1957,  making  the  Death  Rate  14,5  which  is 
higher  than  the  national  rate  (11.7).  There  were  three 
deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  the  infantile 
mortality  rate  being  25.  - on  a par  with  the  rate  for 

England  end  Wales  (22.5). 

Thus  the  health  statistics  are  favourable 
and  the  Urban  District  was  free  from  outbreaks  of  serious 
infectious  disease. 


I am  glad  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
expressing  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Members  of  the  Council 
for  their  kindness  and  consideration  and  to  my  colleagues 
for  their  support  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

The  Council  have  played  their  part  in  rehousing 
the  patient's  family.  Mass  Radiography  is  available  and 

everyone  should  make  use  of  this  facility  for  a chest  X-Ray. 

It  is  considered  that  if  full  use  is  made  of  the 
preventive  measures,  tuberculosis  will  be  eliminated.

The  Council  did  nob  build  any  more  dwellings  during  the 
year.  A thorough  examination  of  the  housing  list  showed  that 
there  were  few  "hardship  cases"  remaining.  In  view  of  the 
changed  financial  basis  of  housing  i.e.  considerable  reduction 
in  exchequer  subsidy,  the  Council  felt  that  it  was  not  opportune 
to  embark  on  further  schemes. 
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As  suibable  houses  became  more  readily 
available  for  purchase  in  bhe  area  so  the  number  of  vacations 
increased.  These  vacations  a^ssisted  the  Council  in  finding 
accommodation  for  those  applicants  on  the  list  in  most  urgent 
need. 

BUILDING  DEVIiLOPKENT 


The  nuiiiber  of  houses  completed  during  the 
year  w/as  37  5 compared  with  1^4  the  previous  year.  This  fall 
was  due  entirely  to  the  completion  of  the  development  on  two  large 
estates.  One  other  estate  was  commenced  bub  development  was  nob 
sufficiently  advanced  bo  affect  bhe  year's  figures. 


DIhtINAGE  .iND  SEWMAGE 


No  major  fault  in  bhe  sewerage  system  occurred 
during  the  year,  a.1  though  a number  of  repair  works  had  to  be  carried 
out . These  works  were  necessitated  mainly  because  of  tree  root 
damage . 


REEUSE  COLLECTION  and  DISPOS/iL 

The  collection  arrangements  introduced  some 
three  years  ago  continued  bo  function  satisfactorily.  Despite 
the  rapid  increase  in  bhe  number  of  bins,  due  to  recent  development 
it  proved  possible  bo  manage  without  increasing  either  bhe  staff 
or  the  number  of  vehicles. 

The  refuse  vms  disposed  of  by  controlled 
tipping  in  a disused  sand-pit.  Hired  mechanical  plant  was  drawn 
in  at  regular  intervals  bo  ensure  an  adequate  amount  of  covering 
ma. terial,  bo  satisfy  bhe  Ministry's  recommendations.  Liberal 
use  of  D.D.T .powder  effectively  controlled  insect  pests.  Rat 
infestation  was  negligible, 

POOD  PREMISES  and  POOD  HYGIENE 


The  number  of  food  premises  in  the  area  remained 
more  or  less  static  at  45 » mainly  made  up  by  shops  and  public  houses. 

It  was  not  possible  bo  visit  all  bhe  premises 
on  bhe  register,  bub  all  those  were  visited  where  notices  had  been 
previously  served  under  bhe  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations,

MILK  SU-PPLIES 


The  position  relating  bo  milk  supplies  remained 
much  bhe  same  as  for  previous  years,  Therd  are  now/  no  registered 
dairies  in  the  area,  all  the  milk  being  suxpplied  by  distributors 
operating  from  premises  in  adjoining  districts. 

Nineteen  licences  were  issued  under  the  Milk 
(Special  Designation)  Regula tions .

The  nuciber  of  factories  on  the  register  for 
the  year  was  twenty  two,  comprising  almost  entirely  small 
concerns  employing  only  one  or  two  workers.

RODEET  CONTROL 


The  Council’s  scheme  introduced  in  April 
1951  nnder  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  19'^9s 
continued  to  operate  successfully.
